Councilmember Huizar Secures Extension of Public Comment Period on Scholl Canyon Landfill 
Expansion Draft Environmental Impact Report 


Glendale officials agreed to Councilmember Jose Huizar's request to grant a 60-day extension of the 
public comment period on the Scholl Canyon Landfill Expansion Draft Environmental Impact Report 
(EIR). The community of Eagle Rock deserves a full briefing and an opportunity for input. 

On Thursday, May 22, 2014, Councilmember Huizar sent a letter to the City of Glendale requesting that 
Glendale: 

1. Extend the public comment period, which was scheduled to end on Friday, May 30th, to allow for 
proper review and adequate outreach in the City of Los Angeles. 

2. Allow the LA City Council District 14 office to assist Glendale with outreach to Eagle Rock and to help 
facilitate effective outreach to all stakeholders. 

3. Hold a community meeting in Eagle Rock about the project and EIR. 

We will announce the meeting as soon as the date and location are set. 

In Case You Missed It: City of Glendale Plans to Expand the Scholl Canyon Landfill 

The City of Glendale is proposing to expand Scholl Canyon Landfill to extend its useful life by another 
decade or more. The landfill is located just north of the 134 freeway in Glendale (see map above), and 
trucks can access the landfill only via Eagle Rock streets. Though the City of Los Angeles and Los 
Angeles residents are not permitted access to the landfill, we bear the brunt of impacts from truck traffic 
on the way to the dump. 

The City of Glendale will be the Lead Agency and has prepared a Draft Environmental Impact Report 
(DEIR) for this project. The Sanitation Districts, an LA County agency, has identified two variations for 
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the proposed project: 

• Variation 1 - Vertical expansion only. Variation 1 will provide approximately 11.5 million cubic yards of 
additional capacity and will extend the life of the landfill by 13 years (assuming a continued baseline 
disposal rate of 1,400 tons per day). 

• Variation 2 - Vertical and horizontal expansion. Variation 2 will provide approximately 16.5 million cubic 
yards of additional capacity and will extend the life of the landfill by 19 years (assuming a continued 
baseline disposal rate of 1,400 tons per day). 

The proposed project will increase the capacity of the project site and therefore increase the life of the 
landfill to provide long-term disposal for the wasteshed. Neither variation would change current 
operations at the Scholl Canyon Landfill.

Markers Along the LA River Motion 

On Wednesday the City Council approved Councilmember Cedillo’s motion to include signage and 
location markers along the Los Angeles River Bike/Jogging/Walking Path. The motion instructs the 
Bureau of Engineering with the assistance of the CLA to work with the Los Angeles Police Department, 
Los Angeles Fire Department, and Department of Transportation and other relevant Departments to 
report in 60 days on the following: 

•A full assessment that evaluates all safety concerns including a cost analysis. 

•Explore mapping specific locations for emergency call boxes or any other appropriate communication 
system, along the entire river, for the public to report an emergency or incident. 

•Report on the locations of existing mile markers on the pavement and their current conditions. 

•Have an analysis of current street signage and recommend additions or other appropriate safety 
markers. 

•Report on existing locations where emergency vehicles have proper access to the River.
